Q.  What  was  your  initial 

impression  of  Wesleyan  and 
how  has  it  changed  over  the 
last  six  months  in  the  Deanes 
office? 

A.  My  initial  positive  impressions 
have  been  confirmed.  In  many 
areas  Wesleyan  has  surpassed 
my  expectations.  One  of  my 
earliest  impressions  was  the 
strong  sense  of  community 
among  various  campus  groups. 
For  example,  among  the 
students  there  is  a spirit  of 
sisterhood  which  contributes 
greatly  to  the  college 
experience.  This  sense  of 
community  pervades  the  faculty 
as  well.  The  faculty  work  well 
together  — while  they,  of 
course,  are  concerned  with  their 
individual  disciplines,  their 
primary  concern  is  with  the 
liberal  arts  and  fine  arts 
curriculum  as  a whole. 

The  cabinet  is  another  good 
example  of  people  working 
together.  Our  commitment  to 
Wesleyan  allows  us  to  reach  a 
concensus  on  policy  matters 
which  we  can  all  support. 

The  alumnae  have  retained 
their  own  sense  of  community 
with  the  College.  During  the  last 
few  months  I've  met  with  many 
alumnae  groups;  I am  always 


impressed  with  how  interested 
they  are  In  their  alma  mater  and 
how  strong  a bond  remains 
between  our  graduates  and  this 
institution. 

The  Carnegie  Report  noted  the 
death  of  "community  ' on  most 
college  campuses;  it  urges  that 
colleges  commit  themselves  to 
re-establishing  this  value.  At 
Wesleyan,  community  is 
flourishing;  we  are  very 
fortunate.  The  commonweal  of 
the  college  is  strengthened 
allowing  us  greater  momentum 
to  move  forward. 

The  degree  of  momentum  is 
also  stronger  than  I had 
anticipated.  Wesleyan  is  not  a 
victim  of  inertia.  As  the  oldest 
chartered  women's  college  in 
the  country,  one  might  expect  a 
tendency  to  look  back,  to  live 
on  tradition.  While  it  is  very 
important  that  we  preserve  the 
Wesleyan  heritage,  "our 
essence,  " it  is  vital  that  we 
move  ahead.  Wesleyan  is  doing 
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just  that  — moving  forward,  and 
I might  add,  with  a clear 
direction  and  mission.  Whether 
you  examine  our  enrollment, 
our  endowment,  or  improved 
SAT  entrance  scores  or  our  rise 
in  Graduate  Record  Exam 
scores,  we  re  advancing.  We  are 
constantly  improving  the 
curriculum  to  keep  it  relevant 
and  responsive.  It  is  a privilege 
to  be  a part  of  this  energy  and 
forward  progress. 

Q.  What  changes,  if  any,  in 
Wesleyan's  academic 
programs  do  you  foresee  in 
the  near  future? 

A.  I am  by  nature  an  "evolutionist " 
not  a "revolutionist."  Change  in 
an  institution  such  as  Wesleyan 
should  be  incremental.  The 
center  of  the  College  is  our 
academic  program,  which  must 
be  strong  in  three  parallel  areas:

substantive  preparation,  skill 
preparation  and  ethical 
preparation.  It  is  in  these  three 
directions  that  I will  work  for 
incremental  changes. 

I would  like  to  speak  to  each 
individually.  Substantive  prepa- 
ration may  be  defined  as 
'learning  the  facts/'  learning 
what  one  needs  to  know  to  "land 
a job,  " or  score  well  on  a 
graduate  entrance  exam.  We 
usually  refer  to  this  objective  as 
career  preparation.  It  is, 
however,  equally  important  in  a 
liberal  arts  setting  that  students 
leave  college  with  a core  of 
common  knowledge  spanning 
the  gamut  from  the  creative 
arts,  to  history,  to  man's  social 
context,  to  science  and 
mathematics.  We  are  working  to 
integrate  this  contextual  per- 
spective of  education  into  all  of 
our  majors.  Additionally,  we  are 
developing  a systematic 
mechanism  through  which  we 
can  periodically  monitor  our 
major  programs  not  only  for 
student  achievement  but  to  be 
sure  that  the  majors  themselves 
are  societally  relevant  while  at 
the  same  time  consistent  with 
our  mission  and  purpose. 


As  a college,  however,  we 
would  be  remiss  if  all  we  did  was 
send  each  graduate  away  with 
her  "bag  of  information.  " We 
must  provide  our  students  with 
the  skill  preparation  necessary 
for  life  long  learning  and 
adaptation  to  a rapidly  changing 
environment.

It  is  our  responsibility  to  be 
sure  th^t  students  can  think 
ciitically,  synthesize 
information,  and  communicate 
effectively.  More  specifically, 
students  need  to  know  how  to 
write  a resume,  conduct  an

interview,  and  use  a computer. 
We  are  consciously  improving 
and  expanding  such  skill 
training  within  the  curriculum 
and  we  are  working  to  design 
methods  to  assess  when  our 
students  have  mastered  such 
skills. 

Finally,  ethical  questions  in 
higher  education  must  be 
consciously  addressed  within  our 
curriculum.  Our  academic 
program  should  not  be 
embarrassed  to  address  value 
choices.  For  too  long  institutions 
of  higher  education  have  prided 
themselves  on  being  "objective," 
on  being  "value  free.  ' If  ethical 
questions  are  not  addressed  on 
our  undergraduate  campuses, 
when  and  where  will  they  be 
addressed?  Therefore,  all  courses 
in  our  curriculum  must 
conspicuously  raise  such 
questions  and  provide  students 
with  the  guidance  to  find 
resolutions. 

Q.  What  are  your  goals  as  Dean? 

A.  Setting  goals  is  crucial  to  the 
success  of  any  organization.  I 
have  devoted  these  early  months 
to  studying  and  learning  about 
the  College.  In  consultation  with 
the  faculty,  the  students,  the 
cabinet,  the  trustees,  and  the 
alumnae,  I look  forward  to 
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establishing  specific  goals  in  the 
coming  months.  I can  at  this 
time,  however,  speak  to  three 
salient  areas  which  I plan  to 
address.  The  first  is  Wesleyan's 
fine  academic  reputation. 
Wesleyan  should  always 
represent  the  leading  edge  and 
it  is  my  goal  to  be  sure  that  we 
do  so. 

A closely  related  goal  is  to 
maintain  a faculty  which 
possesses  the  highest  academic 
credentials  and  is  committed  to 
both  good  teaching  and  the 
overall  mission  of  the  College. 
When  vacancies  occur,  vigorous 
recruitment  of  highly  qualified 
new  faculty  is  an  important 
priority.  It  is  equally  important 
to  provide  our  existing  faculty 
with  the  best  possible 
opportunities  for  their 
professional  development.  I want 
to  attract  grant  money  so  that 
faculty  can  study,  travel  and 
stay  involved  with  their 
disciplines.  Their  expertise  is 
vital  to  curriculum  refinement  in 
innovative  and  constructive 
ways. 

Finally,  I want  to  address  the 
needs  of  students  in  such  a way 
that  they  see  themselves  as 
colleagues,  not  clients,  during 
their  tenure  on  campus. 

Students  too  often  perceive  the 
academic  aspect  of  college  to  be 
segregated  from  the  rest  of  their 
college  experience.  Student  life 
and  academic  life  should  be  one 
continuous  dimension.  Through 
a sharing  of  ideas,  I know  we 
can  work  together  on  the  issues 
that  matter. 

Wesleyan  is  very  healthy.  We  re 
healthy  financially,  in 
enrollment,  in  staffing,  in 
physical  structure,  in  leadership 
under  Dr.  Ackerman,  and 
spiritually.  I believe,  however, 
that  there  is  always  room  to 
"optimize,  " to  make  what's 
good,  better.  I sense  an  energy 
on  our  campus  which  supports 
this  contention.  As  the  new 
Dean,  I couldn't  ask  for  a more 
propitious  place  to  be.
